An Ordinance further to amend the Banking 
Regulation Act, 1949 . 


Porvorim , 6th July, 2017 . 
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Whereas the stressed assets in the banking 
system have reached unacceptably high 
levels and urgent measures are required for 
their resolution ; 


And whereas the Insolvency and 
Bankruptcy Code , 2016 has been enacted to 
consolidate and amend the laws relating to 
reorganisation and insolvency resolution 
of corporate persons, partnership firms 
and individuals in a time bound manner 
for maximisation of value of assets to promote 
entrepreneurship , availability of credit and 
balance the interest of all the stakeholders ; 


Bank for issuing directions to 
banking companies to initiate 
insolvency resolution process.
